In discussing the’Pan-Islamic bogey, which 
the ead season revived from a long slumber, 
the ConStantinople correspondent of the “Tri- 
bune” remarks that the evidenca brought 
forward in support of the conténtign that 
“Yildiz Palace has become the head centre of 
a great organization which aims at embracing 
the whole Mussulman world, and has certginly 
succeeded in spreading its vainthoallane tee 
a great part ‘of it” utterly fails to support it 
“The’ strongest evidence adduced,” he sdys, 
is derived from recent,occurrences in Egypt. 
What it amounts to is .this:. that Egypt 
having been taken out of the control of 
Turkey, the ulema of that country and the 
Moslem population generally’ were urged, 
both on the occasion’ of the naval demon- 
strations regarding Tabah and the unfortunate 
incident at Denishwai, to show their dis- 
satisfaction with British interference in Egypt, 
and that to a certain extent they showed 
such diseatisfaction. But there is no necessary 
connexion, between such display and a Pan- 
Islamic movement. 

“Everyone can readily understand that the 
substitution of British for "Turkisk-eontrol in 
Egypt gaye rise to very great irritationamong 
the Turkish official class, both here and in 
Egypt. It could not have been otherwise. 
Recall the circumstances, Egypt was by far 
the largest. and the miost important of the 
tributary states -under Turkish rule. W hen 
England first determined to jland_ troops in 
Egypt, the Sultan was invited to send his 
troops and to make the occupation a. joi 


to the astonishment of Yildiz, British-troops © 
entered alone, Abdu) Hamid. soon recognize 
that ‘the blow to his reputation as suzerain 
was. heavy ;‘ and - ‘Gladstone and: Lar} 
Salisbury. having h pledged themsely- 


‘Jagain’and again to leave. Egypt, Sir Henry 


Drummond Wolff was sent to ‘negotiate tli 
conditions on which ' British troops should 
withdraw. A convention was agreed to. Th 
last: soldier. was to’ be out of the countiy 
within seven years, Then @ blunder was 
made, owing to. external influences upon 
Yildiz, and the convention which Drummond 
Wolff had drawn, and which was accepted 
‘by the Grand Vizier and by, England, was 


rejected. by the Sultan. 
“England had now just cause to be offerided, 
and when a‘year or so later Abdul Hamid 


"| proposed that negotiations should be reopeneé 


on the basis of the Drummond Wolff Con 
Yention Lord Salisbury: refused. From that » 
time, or, to be more precise, from the time 
when France took possession of . Tunis, no 


-| statesman of either party renewed the decla- 


ration that England would leave Egypt. Add 
to all this the facts that the enormous pros- 
perity of Egypt has produced awkward com- 
parisons with the backwardness of Turkey, 
that there iy a. large. Druse and Moslem emi- 
gration from Syria into Egypt, and that many 
Turkish officials who were enriching them- 
selves at the cost of. the Egy; have 
lost their means of plunder, and it will be 
seen that the irritation .of-Yildiz does not 
require the suggestion of. Pan-Islamism. to 
explain its existence. 

“It is said tha, Islamism during the last 
quarter of a century. has made many new coti- 
verts, especially, indeed almost exclusively, in 
Central Africa. Noone to my knowledge has 
ever suggested that the conversion of fetish 
worshippers to « belief in one God has been the 
result of missionary efforts-from Turkey. But, 
assuming the statementto be true, it is far 
from showipg-either that there is a Pan-Islamic 
movement, or that such a movement is directed 
by. Abdul mid, Moslemism being, like 
Christianity, a t missionary religion, there 
is in it,,and always has been, a movement for 
its propagation.! Since the time of. Mahomed it 
has constantly happened that its great and 
ennobling monotheistic , teaching has appealed 
to uncivilized men. If'mjoré converte have been 
madé of late than. in [preceding years, it is 
because the opening up of Africa has. brought 
the: black races into contact with Arab and 
other Moslem traders. In’ this limited sensec 
there has been an jncrease in the number of > 
Moslems. But’ to assert that this shows that 
there is a Pan-Islamic Movement beyond the 
ordinary oné, which been going on during © 
centuries is tnw: ted by the evidence. 

“The massacre of, Chaitin in Bulgaria and 
the unparalleled slaughter of Armenians are~ 
adduced: as evidence of Pan-Islamism., As to 
the first, it took place before Abdul Hamid 
came to the throne. It must, therefore, be 
excluded as evidence against any such move- 
inent directed by him. He, however, must.’ 
bear the reproach of the merciless slaughter 
of “Armenia the cruel petsescution tu 
which that Ppl has been. subjected, . But 
the outrages which all Europe justly condemned 
were not due to any Pan-Islamic movement. 
Though thousands were slaughtered by orders 
from Yildiz, the motive cannot be’ called réli- 
gious. The outrages were participated-i in by a 
Moslem population from motives mainly of 
plunder, The justification offered to the 
barbarians’ who _killed their neighbours 
and stole their property was. that their 
intended victims were in revolt. The 
statement was in almost every case false, It 
was, of course, readily believed by -péople to 
whom it-furnished a legal excuse Bx stealing — 
all that they could lay their hands on- “The 
motive was not’so much religious fanatical 
as mercenary. “Moslems rarely, if éver, killed 
Armenians merely because they were Chris- 
tians, but mostly to gain possession of what 
those in authority told’them they might «take. 
Whatever were the motives which led(to the 
‘Armenian massatfés, and it is not difficult to 
find’them, they do not give evidence of any 
Pan-Islamic mov yement. 

“The construction of a railway to Mecca is 
adduced as one of the results of the Pan- 
Islamic movement. It is due in part, pos- 
sibly altogether, to the- initiative of Abdul 
Hamid. But anyone who knows what was 
the cost of the annuél pilgrimage to Mecca, - 
pilgrimage there being one of the “five pillars” 
of Islam and therefore obligatory, will marvel 
that such a ‘ailway was not thought 6f long - 
before. The marvel will be the greater when 
it is remembered, that for fifty years Turkey 
has been constantly at war with Arab tribes. 
The only other evidence adduced in favour of 
Pan-Islamism is the attempt made in.Afghan- * 
istan, and, perhaps, elsewhere, to lead the 
Moslems of those countries to make common 
cause with Turkey against Great Britain. 
Such attempts were undoubtedly made, In> 
1881 or 1882, when Lord Dufferin was here, 
he learned that a newspaper~ called “Peik . 
Islam” was being printed at Yildiz for circula- 
tion in India during oir troubles with Afghan- = 
istan. Lord Dufferin was essentially a strong ~ 
Ambassador, and’ he had a strong Liberal 
Government behind him. The representations 
made, by. him at Yildiz at once put a stop to 
alf attempts of that kind. It should be remem- 
bered that at the time there was “very great 
soreness at Yildiz -againstlRngland, The 
firmness of Mr. Goschen over the Dulcigno 
question was only one of several causes of 
such irritation, That an attempt was 
made to use the co-religionists of the Turks 
against us was not unnatural, but such attempt 
doed\not show the existence of a Pan-Islamic 


sentiment.”

THE COUNTRY’S MARVELLOUS 
PROSPERITY. 


The large withdrawals of gold trom the Bank: 


of Evgland for Egypt have formed an import- 
ant topic for discassion inthe London finsn- 
cia] Press during the past few weeks. In a 
recent article on the subject, the “Financier” 
gives the following able statement of the facts 
regarding the position :— 
The only trouble in Egypt, financially, is 
‘the rapidly-growing prosperity of the country. 
In connection with the recent Narge with- 
drawals of gold from the Barhof E-gland. on 
Egyptian account there bas been some appre- 
heneion that more of the metal might have to 
go the same way—-éven large amounts—and 
that, consequently, more atringent conditions 


than ever might supervece in the London |: 


money market. As the result of enquiries in 
banking-circles connected with Egypt it may 
‘bé\gaid that, although farther remittantes of 
gold to that country may have to be mada, it 
ia not very likely that they will aggregate more 
than three-qdarters‘cf a million sterling, or, at 
the outside,-a million. Also it does not follow 
that-the whole of this will be drawn from 
England. France, having, actually and relative- 
ly, a moch larger sapply of gold available than 
the United Kingdom,-could, if need. be, send it 
to Egypt with leas effort. It is not expected 
tbat this will happen on a large scale, but it ie 
probable there will be some consignments from 
that quarter. “. 

A representative of the “Financier,” in the 
course of several interviews-With banking 
authorities, elicited an interesting exposé of 


the situation with respect to the need for|' 


gold in Egypt in relation to the cotton crop 
One gentleman, whose description of.the true 
position of affairs may be taken as typical, 
said :— / 


' «There has been, eeemingly, quite a mistaken 


idea as.to the meaning of thore consignments 
of gold'to Egypt. Some financial writers appear 
to-be in ignorance of the fact that every year 
at this season larga consignments of gold: are 
made to Cairo, maidly in connection with the 
cotton crop. It is so expected and so regular 
an operation that it usually excites the very. 


slightest notice. This time, however, for two }- 
or three reasons, it has been made very} 


conspicuous. It happened that the gold was 
withdrawn at such a moment and. ip euch 8 
‘way that it wes associated with the declara- 
tion of a 6 per cent. Bank rate. And the tctal 
amount withdrawao vp to date is more than it 
has been hitherto. 

‘here are several reasons for this, bat 
there are two in particular. The Egyptian. 
cotton crop this year is a very big one, 
‘estimated at seven millions of cantare. Conse- 
quently that fact alone would mean more 
money—ore gold brought into the country.

Then there was the partial destruction of the 
cotton crop in the United States. It is im- 
possible to ssy even now what the approximate 
damage Yeally amounted to. The bull oper- 
ators of gourse made the most of their oppor-

bat the dsmage was severe, and there will be 
a certain shortage; consequently a rise in the 
price of cotton is a legitimate resalt. The 
quotations for Egyptian beer have been 
considerably affected, so that not only shall we 
have a very large outpat, bata higher price 
for the product. This will mean a larger 
amount of gold than heretofore to ‘lift’ the’

“In these cironmstances jt requires no. argu- 
ment to show that Egypt w l, doring the next 
twelve months, be in position to make 
perhaps greater progfess than she. has ever 
done before in any one year. At any rate, she 
will be exceedingly prosperous, and that pros- 
perity will, natarally, have a certain stimulat-

t London, November 2. 
The Money rket. 

The action of Mr. Sbaw in withdrawirg the 
facilities previovely given’ for importing gold 
from abroad and allowing the depositary banks 
to snbstitate 18 million dollars of approved 
securities, thos freeirg note’ circulation to 
that amount, comes rather Iste, bat is an 
indication that he realises the fol!y of allowing 
foreign markets to be unnecessarily disturbed. 
The effect of his dilatory meth :ds has already 
produced eufticient, disturbance, ard prevented 
the renewal of large blocks of American bills 
for which the Trans-Atlantic banks will now 
have to provide. Mr. Shaw is, it is understood, 
intending to’ press/new carrency Iegislation to 
make the note circulation more ‘e’astio. .For 
the moment no fears ari-e from America of 
forther demands for go'd, and it is to Egypt 
that all eyes are turnéd, and the farther 
amount required to meet the demand con- 
reqnent on the moving of the crops is freely 
discussed. So far this week a further £435,000 
has been withdrawn. for that market from the 
Bank of “England, and the general opinion. is 
that farther sama will be wanted before Egypt’s 
reqnirements are folly met. South America is 
also a likely buyer of gold. On the other hand, 
the Bank has received £455,000, and the 
general position is moze favourable than anti- 
cipated. The decline in the reserve is only 
£30,000, snd the proportion ot cath to liabi- 
lities is 364:per cent. ‘I'he outside market is, 
however, firmer at 3 to 6 per cent. for best 
paper. The Bank: rate is now thoroughly 
éffective, and consequently the Bank of Eng- 
land have full control of the money market, 
and are able to obtain incoming gold whenever 
they want it. The ‘general opinion as to the 
fatore is that the present rate of 6 per cent, 
will remain in force for some montbs, and 
that it is highly improbable that the Bank 
directors will fird it necessary to put the rate 
any higher. From information gathered trom 
the best soorces we are of opinion, therefore, 
that we must look for a 6 pér cent. rate until 
well after the turn of the year, and that it 
will probably be the middle of February before 
we shall see this lowered. 

The joint stock banks ‘are being moch 
criticited for not baving larger reserves of 
ballfon, and the present stringency is no-donbdt, 
to some extent due to their not taking the 
advice of the. best money aathorities repeated- 
ly given to them to do so.

WARNING TO INVETBRATE SMOKERS. 


At the last sitting of the French Academy 
of Medicine, Professor Poirier, inthe course of 
some interesting remarks regarding cancer of 
the tongue, said it was confined to two classes 
of people, one of them being inveterste smokers. 
Cancer of the tongue was the most dangerous 
form of the disease, yet it was curable if the 
porgeon took it in time, practising wide inci- 
signs in the tongue. Of thirty-two patients 
opsrated on by the Profagsor for cancer of the 
tongae, seven died fromm the resolts of the 
operation, eleven qvick'§# became worre, five 
were operated on a sécond.time, and of the five 
two seemed to be cured, “the operations in 
their cases dating thirteen months ago. Every 
one of the thirty-two, added the Professor, was 
a smoker, and twenty-seven of the thirty-two 
had svffered or. were then soffering from a 
contagious disease. 


THRONE OF TURKEY. 

The ‘ Corriere della Sera” bas received from 
its Constantinople correspondent a statemert 
that the Sultan is mach weakened, owing to 
the pain caused by his illness. The correspond- 
ent declares that, although the Sultan eagerly 
wishes to modify the order ot the succession to 
the Throne, and to appoint as heir his son 
Borhaneddin. Effendi, his brother, Reshad 
Effendi, nevertheless will sacceed him. Reshad 
is six'y years old, and is now living in covfine- 
ment, under. strict guard. Like his father, 
Burhaneddin is a warm friend to Germany, 
who eacourages the spread cf opinion favoar- 
able to his st ccassion, bat be has always been 
strongly opposed by the Old Tarkish party.
